Argument Is Begun. 

Both sides announced closed and then, 
after a conference Judge Reid announced 
that each side would be allowed three 
hours for argument. The announcement 
was satisfactory and a few minutes be- 
fore !1 o'clock Attorney Smith stepped 
before the jury and for nearly an hour 
he held the attention of the jurors, judges 
and assembly. In outlining his case Mr. 
Smith was pointed and direct, claiming 
that the plaintiff had made out a com- 
plete case. He went over the testimony 
in detail and asserted that it had been 
shown conclusively that the car was 
running beyond the speed limit when the 
collision came. He graphically described 
the wounds inflicted upon Mrs. Dickson 
and pictured her suffering and pain for 
the many months after she was injured, 
declaring that she had been maimed 
and hurt for life. Mr. Smith was at 
times pathetic and was closely followed 
by Mrs. Dickson’s friends, who were in 
the court room.

Of this 
the total of American cotton is 3,028,381, 
against 3,041,021 last week, 2,222,803 last 
year and 2,395,058 year before last, and 
of all other kinds, including Egypt, Bra-

Chicago, March 24.—Lfberal shipments 
from Argentina and Constantinople and 
an indication of a bumper crop in the 
United States brought about weakness 
in the wheat market here today. The 
close of wheat for May delivery was 
down 3-8c, July off 1-4@3-8c and May 
corn off 1-4@3-8c. Oats are unchanged. 
Provisions are up 5c. 

From the outset wheat was under the 
influence of increased shipments from 
Argentina and continued excellent weath- 
er conditions in the United States. May 
wheat opened !-8@7-8c down at $1.12@ 
1.12 3-4. July was off 1-4@1-2c at 
90 Ii-4@90 !-2c. After the initial break 
a fair demand developed for the July 
delivery, causing an advance to 90 3-4c. 
Trading in May, however, was dull. 
Large receipts in the northwest and ex- 
treme weakness at Minneapolis accounted 
for the inactivity of May. As trading 
progressed sentiment in the pit became 
more bearish. The condition of the crop, 
according to this report, is exceTient for 
this time of the year, there being few 
indications of damage. A feature of 
the report was a reterenee to the fact 
that the plant is srowing where there 
had been a failure to germinate earlier 
in the season. The bulls found no en- 
couragement in primary receipts, arrivals 
today being considerably in excess of the 
total for the corresponding day a year 
ago. With practically no support, prices 
steadily declined until May had touched 


in the day some recovery took place on 
a report that the leaders in the May 
deal had decided to rally tg the support 
of that option. The market, however, 
closed rather weak with May at 1.12 1-2. 
Final quotations on July were at 90 3-8 
@90 i-2. Clearances of wheat and flour 
were equal to 178,900 bushels. Exports 
for the week were equal to’ 1,045,000.

Sentiment in the oats pit was rather 
bearish as a result of warmer weather.
